In Its latent marketlns report, has taken the 
public to task lor walling about the price ol 
food. It Isn't Justllled, says the D. or A. 

Even as we blush It occurs to us that the 
department's scoldlne; Is a bit late. It comes 
at a Uma when most of us are venturing the 
hope, as we tote up the week's grocery bill, 
that maybe things are getting a little better. 

. But-thc-tlmlttg may be deliberate. II tjie 

department had teed olf on the eating public 
a. lew weeks earlier. It probably would have 
been the target for the howls previously re- 
scr^'ed lor the purveyors of victuals. 

To prove to us how wrong we've been, the 
D. ol A. quotes some figures. It says tho 
average family Is paying only 31 per cent of 
Its Income for tho same quantity of represcn- 
Utlve food that cost It 23 per cent before the 
war. nial'ff fine. But when were those com- 
parative figures taken, at the height of high 
prices or how, when most of us are complain- 
ing less? And wouldn't a median Instead of 
an average figure perhaps have been better 
in this case? 

A lot of people have seen their prewar In- 
come improved substantially In the last seven 
years. But a lot more haven't. This minus 3 
per cent change In food prices isnt going to 
Blve much comfort to those with moro-or-Iess 
fixed Incomes, no matter what the depart- 

The department says nothing about Just 
what Its "representative food" represents, nor 
" d oc s )t-wir-ftnythlnf->bo«it--^tua»^ — Uan; 
workers developed the Insidious habit of buy- 
ing more tasty and nutritious food with their 
wartime paychecks. When price controls 
went off and whlt« market food took on black 

to break that habit and to back to hot Jowl 
and oomlny. 
Til* agriculture department concedes that 
— tutre'MulirMTapwTeinBntinn' rofKrproceu^ 
Ixig »nd marketing, but it doesn't think that 
abusing the middleman or demanding imall- 
«r profit! will help. Cutting profits won't 
result in lower food prices. It InsUU. Retall- 
InK costs are the big item. It says, represent- 
ing about 36 cents of the average dollar spent 
for food. 

That maj bt true, '.Init it -lin't a postwar 

phenomenon. New Tork City rrooers used to 
Bay, before the war, that it cost more to trans- 
iwrt food from tralnslde In New Jfr»ey to 
their shelves than It did to ship the same 
food from California to the Hudson river 
wharrea. 8o there miut be other reasons why 
ateak. butter and other eatables went above 
the dollar mark 1^ the not-so-dtsunt past. 

Tb* D. of A. doesnt have any specific 
rec!9mmendaUons for bringing down tht high 
prices which It says aren't high at all. Netther 
,haa any other department of Bovemment 

We'd ruesi that the flrat e^tflcant cause 
of price breaks, at least In some commodltlfi, 
was customer resistance. TTiat waa part of the 
public gripe against high prices. 

And since you dldnt even do anyihlng that 
constructive, gentlemen of the agrlculturv 
department, kindly lay off the chiding If 
we common folks want to scream llkr ut- 
tooed Indians when the butcher prespnu hU 
bUl.
